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IMPORTATION OF RUSSIAN 


GOODS IS MORE DIFFICULT 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Im- 


portation of Russian goods under 
new treasury regulations prepared 
to prohibit the entry of convict- 
labor products into the United 
States will be no more difficult 
than under past practices, high 
officials asserted today. 


While the burden of the proof 


is shifted to the importer to prove 
merchandise the product of free 
labor under cases where the cus- 
toms bureau was barred from the 
country articles made in specific 
localities of foreign countries, it 
was contended that should the im-

porter go into the courts the bur- 
den of the proof then would re- 
vert to the treasury to uphold its 
contention as to the illegality of 
the imports. 


So far the treasury has not 


been able to prove that Russian 
goods brought here have been pro- 
duced by convicts. An effort was 
made to exclude lumber and pulp 
wood under this section of 
the 


tariff act, but in the absence of 
proof it was necessary to admit 
these products. 


Officials contended the tariff act 


of '1930 .directed the treasury to 
prepare regulations to bar convict 
labor, and that the present setup 
has not been directed at Russia or 
any other country. 
The regula- 


tions do, however, have a particu- 
lar bearing on the Russian trade 
because convict labor is used more 
widely in certain sections of that 
country. 


Charges put before the treasury 


allege the use of convict labor in 
the Archangel section of Russia. 
Under the regulations if the cus- 
toms 
commissioner should have 


reasonable ground to believe this 
is a fact he could issue a finding, 
prohibiting imports from that dis- 
tinct, unless the importer 
estab- 


lished by a prepondenance of evi- 
dence the merchandise was not 
produced by convicts. 


In cases of this kind all imports 


must be made under surety bond 
equal to the value of the mer-
